Would Discuss Make- 
Up of Conference if 
Reds Take Up Other 
Issues— For Meeting 
of Minds’ on All. 


PANMUNJOM, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
United States Envoy Arthur 
Dean today suggested a new 
“all or nothing” formula for ar- 
ranging a Korean peace confer- 
ence. The Reds first said the 
proposal contained nothing new, 
then promised to study it over- 
night. 

Briefly, Dean proposed a dis- 
cussion of all points offered by 
both sides with “the understand- 
ing that no agreement will be 
final until we have a meeting of 
minds on all.” 

Dean told the Reds that if 
they would discuss all issues on 
both agendas he would exchange 
views over who should be in- 


_ vited to the full-scale negotia- 


tions. 

The United Nations General 
Assembly authorized Dean only 
to fix a time and place for the 
political .conference. Several 
times since the preliminary 
talks opened Oct. 26 he has of- 
fered to listen to Red demands 
that a number of neutrals be 
seated—after a time and place 
are set.

—There was brisk voting today 
in New Jersey, Virginia and New 
York City elections being 
watched by political strategists 
for signs of shifts in voter senti- 
ment since. the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration was swept into 
power last fall. 

In Virginia, there was a heavy 
turnout for an election without 
national contests. New Jersey 
had about normal voting. Fifty- 
five per cent of New York's 
registered voters had gone to 
the polis by 2 p.m. 

Aside from the stakes in the 
offices thémselves, Republicans 
and Democrats looked for hints 
of party weaknesses and strong 
points for next year’s elections 
which will determine control of 
Congress in the last two years 
of President Eisenhower's pres- 
ent term.

No Evidence of Disloyalty Found 
Among Americans Now at U.N. 


$1,000,000 Inquiry of 1800 Employes Is 
80 Pct. Complete — U.S. to Fight 
Pay for Ousted 11. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
3 (AP)—Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold said today a $1,- 
000,000 United States loyalty in- 
vestigation—now almost 80 per 
cent completed—has turned up 
no evidence against any Ameri- 
can citizens now employed by 
the United Nations. 

The United States Govern- 
ment ordered investigation of 
1800 Americans on the U.N..staff 
last January after 20 of them 
refused to answer congressional 
queries about Communist ties. 
All thase who refused were fired 
before the current investigation 
began. 

The U.N. has so far received 
the results of 1400 separate FBI. 
conducted investigations. More 
are coming in every day but 
high sources said they did not 
expect the remaining to con- 
tain any information reflecting 
on the loyalty of those checked. 

Some Derogatory Data. 

Some of the investigations, 
Hammarskjold said in a report 
to the General Assembly, turned 
up derogatory informatjon—such 
as conviction for crimes—which 
he is now evaluating. He 
stressed, however, that none of 
it even implies “reasonable doubt 
as to the loyalty of a staff mem- 
ber, being a United States na- 
| tional, to his Government.” | 

Of the American citizens fired 
because of their refusal to co- 
operate with congressional que- 
ries, 21 appealed to the U.N.'s 
administrative tribunal. That 
body ordered the U.N. to pay

Transcript of Interview 
With Revenue Agents 
Introduced in Kirk- 
wood Man’s Perjury 
Trial. 


Evidence that Lee B. Schu- 
macher, Kirkwood metallurgist, 
denied under oath that he had 
talked to Fred Z. Salomon or 
any other Famous-Barr depart- 
ment store executive about that 
company’s tax refund case was 
introduced today in Schumach- 
er’s trial on charges of perjury 
and obstruction of justice. 

Robert H. Purl, special assist- 
-ant attorney general, read to a 
jury on United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen’s court a 
transcript of an interview Nov. 
7, 1951, between Schumacher 
and two special agents of the 
Internal ‘Revenue Bureau's in- 
telligence unit, John Dale and 
Robert McWilliams. 

The transcript quoted Schu- 
macher as denying he knew 
Salomon, general manager of 
Famous-Barr and vice president 
of the May Department Stores 
Co., or talked to him about the 
company’s claim for a $10,000,- 
000 tax refund. The May Co. 
owns Famous-Barr. 

One Count of Six. 


One count of six in the indict- 
ment on which Schumacher is 
being tried charges his State- 
ment about not talking to Salo- 
mon was false. 

In another transcript read by 
Purl, based on an interview with 
the agents April 24, 1951, Schu- 
macher was quoted as saying he 
had no knowledge of the Fa- 
mous-Barr claim and denying 
that he told an accounting firm 
employe that he knew of a legal 
firm which could handle such a 
tax refund or get it “fixed” or 
expedited. 


Rudolph H. Harimann, chief 
of the Intelligence Unit here, 
testified that the investigation 
of the May Co. claim began in 
March 1951, after the Post-Dis- 
patch disclosed that Finnegan 
and William M. Boyle Jr., former 
Democratic national chairman, 
sought to represent the store 
chain in seeking the refund. 
The inquiry later was broadened 
to include reports that Finne- 
gan sought to gain control of a 
Government-owned plant. 


Fought Nickel Plant. 


Finnegan and others, includ- 
ing Schumacher, were seeking 
to gain control of the Nicaro 
nickel plant in Cuba, owned by 
the United States Government, 
but needed money. One of their 
associates suggested they use 
the fee from the tax refund case 
for the purpose. 

Also in the sworn statement 
given by Schumacher Nov. 7.,,. 
1951, as read to the jury, was 
an assertion by the defendant 
that he had had no discussion 
with Finnegan on the Nicaro 
deal. This statement is the basis 
of another perjury count, 


The indictment on which 
Schumacher is being tried was 
voted last July and contains six 
counts. One charges obstruction 
of justice in connection with the 
grand jury investigation of the 
collector's office, and the other 
five perjury. Two of them relate 
to the alleged statements to the 
intelligence agents and three to 
testimony before the grand jury.

world tensions by negotiation. 

The “menace of Communism” 
is serious, the letter stated, but 
it contended that the threat is 
being used to incite unhealthy 
fears and suspicions, to suppress 
dissent and to smear good citi- 
zens. 

Citing what it called a still 
“more serious” situation, the let- 
ter said many people, including 
both Government officials and 
| private citizens, attempt to cope 
with Communism in a “purely 
negative way’—merely as a 
“police problem”—with “no con- 
structive program of action.” 
The communication added: 

“This fanatical negativism is 
in tanger of leading the Ameri- 
can mind into a spiritual vacuum. 
In the case of a national crisis 
this emptiness could, in the 
high-sounding name of security, 
be occupied with ease by a 
fascist tyranny.” 

‘Truth Is a Captive.’ 

The letter also said: 

“The demagogue who lives by 
propaganda is coming into his 
own on a national scale. Accord- 
ing to the new philosophy, if 
what is true gives ‘aid and com- 
fort’ to our enemy, it must be 
suppressed. Truth is thus a 
captive in the land*of the free.” 

The church council added 
that the “terrifying moral con- 
sequences” of this are illustrated 
in methods which pernt™® citi- 
zens to be “publicly condemned 
upon the uncorroborated word 
of former Communists.” 

Many of these witnesses, the 
letter continued, have only 
| shifted from Communism to new 
authoritarian views, but congres- 
sional committees “give unquali- 
'fied credence” to such people 
who hold that “a lie in a good 
cause is thoroughly justified.”

Marking Time in Korea 


The position of India and her troops in Korea 
it a little like that of an umpire at Ebbets Field, 
to be criticized by everybody. And the Indians’ 
unenviable position dodes emphasize the world's 
difficulty in settling the war prisoner issue and 
beyond that, the Korean war itself. 

What will happen if the present prisoner dis- 
pute is not concluded in the field? This could, 
but fortunately need not, upset eventual peace 
negotiations. 

Under the truce terms, the U.N. and the Com- 
munists have 90 days to talk to prisoners who 
refuse repatriation. Then a political conference 
would consider the matter for 30 days. After 
that, the remaining prisoners are supposed to 
be classified as civilians and allowed to go to a 
neutral nation. . 

This suggests that the U.N. members may 
wind up with the safety and welfare of thous- 
ands of anti-Communist prisoners as their re- 
sponsibility. Since the U.N. command long ago 
promised protection to these men, and struggled 
through bitter truce negotiations to safeguard 
their future, it may become the duty of the free 
nations to find them homes. If so the duty 
should be gladly accepted. 

Certainly the Indian forces in Korea have con- 
ducted themselves with restraint and objectivity. 
They are doing the heavy work for the five-na- 
tion Neutral Repatriation Commission (India, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Poland and Czechoslova- 
kia). And this poses another question: 

Why was India considered responsible enough 
to handle the ticklish prisoner problem but 
rejected as a participant in the forthcoming Ko- 
rean peace conference? 

This remains one of the more embarrassing 
incidents of American diplomacy. For the United 
States only kept India out of the peace talks by 
a minority vote in the U.N., against the will of 
nearly all our allies. These allies felt that India, 
as a major Asia power and friendly neutral, 
could offer valuable service as a mediator. 

The United States position, however, was that 
the peace talks should be limited to combatants 
alone, and to the subject of Korea alone. The 
disagreement was possible because the truce 
terms themselves were vague about the peace 
conference. What embarrassed the American po- 
sition was the disclosure that it was not dictated 
by Washington alone, but in large measure by 
Syngman Rhee. 

South Korea's President simply refused to sit 
at any peace table with India. He also demanded 
that America join him in walking out of any 
conference that failed to produce results within 
90 days. Otherwise there would be no peace 
talks. 

Since the United States accepted so much re- 
sponsibility for the make-up of the peace talks, 

this nation risks considerable responsibility for 
the success of those talks. Will they succeed” 
Certainly the prospect of pitting “our side” 
against “their side” across a peace table, instead 
of a truce table, would not be a hopeful one. 

Yet possible failure of the peace conference 
need not mean renewed and irrevocable war. It 
could mean an indefinite prolongation of the 
present uneasy truce, which exists without a 
peace treaty. Nobody knows. The vast uncertain- 
ty of the situation spells only one thing for the 
United States. That is to keep our guard up. 
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Block That Metaphor 


Either he does not put down a stack of cards 
like anyone else we ever saw, or Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Byroade has got his 
metaphor on crooked. In the course of some 
serious remarks on colonialism, Mr. Byroade 
said “we do not want... the premature crea- 
tion of a state which will collapse like a stack 
of cards at the first hint of difficulty.” 

Every stack of cards we ever saw was collapsed 
as far as it would go. One card flat on top of an- 
other, and so forth. Of course, a stack might sort 
of slip off sideways from the top. We have seen 
that happen, and it doesn’t look too good, but it 
isn't a collapse. 

We would like to see one of Mr. Byroade’s 
stacks of cards do a real collapse sometime. Or 
maybe he means “house of cards” instead of 
“stack.” Houses of cards collapse fine.

Complaint From the Show Rooms 

It used to be thought that business men would 
take to state regulation and licensing about as 
cats take to water. But here is the Missouri Au- 
tomobile Dealers’ Association actually calling 
for state legislation to regulate their retail sales. 

This is one more mark of the horn-tooting 
high pressure of the automobile business these 
days. Only a little while ago Paul Hoffman of 
Studebaker warned that reckless sales pressure 
might demoralize the market and ruin the small- 
er independent manufacturers. Now the Missouri 
dealers fear the pressure might wreck them. 


Their complaint is that the big manufacturers 
are setting their sales quotas too high. They 
are being forced to take more cars and parts than 
they think they can sell, or at least sell on rea- 
sonable terms. They accuse the manufacturers 
not only of heady unrealism but of coercion. 

The auto retailer is in a peculiar position re- 
garding the manufacturer. Ordinarily a grocer 
can sell two or three brands of tomatoes, but 
whoever heard of a Ford or Chevrolet dealer 
trying to sell Plymouths or Studebakers, or vice 
versa? The retailer is not a free agent. His 
whole business depends on the franchise he gets 
from the manufacturer. Hence dealers want 
the state to protect them. 

Where does the consumer stand in this dis- 
pute over high-compression sales methods? He 
is still outside the show room. As far as he is 
concerned, it is a good thing that the seller's 
market is gone, and there is nothing wrong in 
making salesmen sell cars. Competition ought 
to cut car prices or raise trade-in allowances. 

But if the state should protect the dealer 
from the manufacturer, the consumer might ask 
who is going to protect him. 
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No Profiteering in Hay 

Gov. Donnelly has done well to put a ceiling 
of $22 a ton on hay for which the State Govern- 
ment will pay the freight into Missouri. His ad- 
ministrators of the drouth relief program should 
be quick to drop from the approved list any 
dealers who attempt to profiteer by going above 
this ceiling. 

It is almost beyond belief that anyone should 
want to traffic in the misery of farmers stricken 
by a disastrous drouth. Gov. Donnelly's appeal 
do the consciences of those with hay to sell may 
be enough in some cases. We prefer to think 
well enough of human nature-to believe so. 

But for those who are unmoved by suffering 
or by conscience, we hope the Governor—and 
the farmers—will stand firm on a tough policy 
of ample payment but no profiteering. It may 
be necessary to leave some would-be profiteers 
with hay on their hands, but a few such would 
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serve as notice to all. Profiteering could wreck 
the drouth relief program if it were allowed to 
get started. The place to stop it is before it 
has a chance to start. 
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Incentives to Oil Surplus 

Extraordinarily high tax write-offs granted to 
the oil industry, partly to encourage production, 
are becoming increasingly unjustifiable in the 
face of a world surplus of oil. The surplus is 
great and growigg. It threatens to break the mar- 
ket. Texas and Oklahoma have set limits on pro- 
duction. Kansas closed its fields for the first 
time in 14 years, But still the oil industry con- 
tinues to enjoy higher tax incentives to increased 
production than most other industries. 

It is not the depletion allowance itself that is 
at fault, but the loopholes that have developed 
in it. The 27% per cent of their gross incomes 
which oil men are allowed tax-free is intended 
to compensate operators for unproductive ex- 
ploration expenses. and for depletion of their 
resources, and to enable them to recover the 
cost of a well during its productive life. 

The percentage is high, and should be scaled 
down, but the loopholes are worse, and should 
be closed. Oil men are getting the write-off on 
portions of their incomes totally unrelated to 
the production of oil. They are getting it in two 
ways instead of the one to which they should be 
entitled: first, in deducting development costs 
as expense in the year they were incufred, and 
second, in taking the 2742 per cent depletion al- 
lowance. Either the expense deduction or the 
depletion allowance should be permitted, but 
not both. 

Furthermore, oil men are continuing to take 
depletion allowances on wells long since paid 
for in depletion allowances—sometimes paid for 
many times over. The United States Treasury 
made a study of 10 oil operators with a net in- 
come of $52,600,000 over a five-year period of 
which 77 per cent in the aggregate had been 
eliminated from taxation by the depletion allow- 
ance. It is estimated that over and above 
the tax write-offs to which oil men are entitled, 
these loopholes cost the United States between 
$300,000,000 and $500,000,000 a year in uncol- 
lected taxes. 

Political pressures against closing the loop- 
holes in the oil tax write-offs have been heavy. 
They have prevented so much asa start on cur- 
ing the abuses. But Washington may also find 
the pressures heavy against resorting to new 
and less desirable forms of taxation as an alter- 
native to collecting the oil industry's fair share 
of taxes. 


Fluoridation in the County 
The St. Louis County Medical Society's in- 
dorsement of fluoridation as a means of reduc- 
ing dental decay in children calls for a re- 
sponse from the County Council. The County 

Dental Society took similar action in 1951. 
Whether the Council has the authority to 
order a private utility such as the County Water 


Co. to add fluorides to the water supply is not _ 


clear. State legislation may be required. Even 
so, the Council should not ignore this important 
public health measure. 

As a starter, it could call for reports from 
the Health Commissioner and the County Coun- 
selor on the health and legal aspects of fluorida- 
tion. This would enable the Council to determine 
what should be done in behalf of the children 
and what it has power to do. If a new law must 
come from Jefferson City, the time to write the 
specifications is now. 

No such difficulty clouds the situation in 
Kirkwood, which alone of the county’s munici- 
palities owns and operates its own water works. 
A majority vote of the Kirkwood Council could 
bring the benefits of fluoridation to the com- 
munity’s children. All that has been lacking is 
the will. 
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Mr. Dulles Stops Loose Talk 

Secretary of State Dulles lost no time in try- 
ing to counteract the implication left in Madrid 
on Monday by Air Secretary Talbott that the 
United States is planning to stock atomic bombs 
in Spain. Even earlier Senator Green of Rhode 
Island criticized Talbott’s remarks as another 
case of saying too much too soon. 

Mr. Dulles said he knew of no such bomb- 
storage plans, adding that if such a decision ever 
were made it would not be announced for the 
benefit of our enemies. He emphasized that 
authority over the disposition of atomic bombs 
rests exclusively with the Presidegt. 

This speedy repudiation of the Talbott re- 
marks in all probability was meant to prevent 


' further uneasiness among our European allies, 


already disturbed by the display of atomic 
cannon on the continent and Defense Secretary 
Wilson’s remark that such weapons would make 
possible a reduction in the number of American 
troops stationed in Europe. 

As Walter Lippmann pointed out, Europeans 
believe atomic weapons, especially bombs, will 
be reserved for total war, and that any lesser 
struggle (Korea for example) is almost sure to 
be waged along less extreme lines. That is why 
they are alarmed by the prospect of a reduction 
in the number of Americans ready to fight at 
their side in case of attack. 

Mr. Wilson's statement, exaggerated or not, 
caused alarm which could only be’ compounded 
by Mr. Talbott’s talk in Madrid. It is to be 
hoped that both have been offset by Mr. Dulles. 
But it would have been much better if the Sec- 
retary of State had not been. compelled to rush 
to put out a preventable fire. 
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The Upside-Down Joke

or-treat business, sheds a pumpkin glow on hu- 
mor, children and Porky, the kilted Porcupine 
(in the comic strip, “Pogo”) who never gets a 
joke straight. 

This Halloween most of the tricksters, when 
offered a doughnut for a trick, told a joke. Often 
it was the same joke, but it was seldom told the 
same way. One went like this: ‘“‘Why does a traf- 
fic light turn red?” Answer; “You'd turn red too 
if you had to change in the middle of a street.” 

After recovering from the bafflement of this 
piece of hilarity, an adult was then likely to 
hear the joke told this way: “You'd turn red too 
in the middle of the street.” Or, “You'd turn 
too in the middle of a street.” And so on.

The President and the Press

Administration ought to heed criticism by Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent and other newspapermen, editorial says; President and 
Cabinet need to hold more press conferences; ivory-tower behav- 
ior leaves suspicion they do not trust press or understand tts role.

The Eisenhower Administration would 
do well to heed the criticisms made by 
correspondents in their television inter- 
view with James C. Hagerty, the White 
House press secretary. 

Raymond P. Brandt, correspondent of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, said blunt- 
ly that the Administration “is afraid of 
newspaper men, doesn’t trust them and 
doesn’t understand the place of news- 
papers in American life.” 


More experienced political leaders 
than some of those now in office do 
understand the role of the press and 
are not afraid of it, however much they 
may quarrel with it. We have all talked 
too much about the rights of news- 
papers. The principle at issue is the 
right of the American people to know 
what their Government is doing. The 
press is the medium through which 
they are kept informed. 


The Administration ought to consider 
how best it can make use of the press 
to explain its positions and programs 
to the people. 

The press conference gives an oppor- 
tunity to the President and his depart- 
ment heads to carry their message to 
the voters. Since his return from vata- 
tion. President Eisenhower has been 
holding press conferences more regu- 
larly. 

Nevertheless, he has averaged fewer 
than two conferences a month since he 
has been in office. That is not enough. 
President Roosevelt held two a week. 
President Truman held one a week. 
President Eisenhower ought at least to 


meet the Truman standard. Mr. Eisen- 
hower has handled himself with great 
skill at his conferences. On the whole, 
they have been productive of mews that 
has helped rather than harmed the Ad- 
ministration. 


But he seems to regard them as a 
duty and as an ordeal rather than as 
an occasion for him to take the Ameri- 
can people into his confidence. Part 
of the present difficulty with some 
groups of voters is that the Administra- 
tion has not been entirely frank with 
them. 


Other members of the Administration, 
with the exception of Secretary Dulles, 
have seen the press even less frequently 
than the President—though Secretary 
Wilson has now begun to have regular 
conferences. The Budget Director has 
shielded himself from all contacts with 
the press. Several Cabinet officers 
have held only one press conference 
since Jan. 20. 

There is no excuse for this kind of 
ivory-tower behavior. It is said by some 
officials that the press conference con- 
sumes valuable time. So it does; but is 
there any function more important than 
that of keeping the people informed? 


There is no better way to illuminate 
the problems of government in these 
troubled times than for the President 
and his Cabinet officers to open their 
doors to the press. 


A new Administration has an even 
greater obligation than one which al- 
ready is well known to make itself un- 
derstood to the people.

Between Book Ends 


Fine Vase Full of Nothing 
THE CANDLES GLORY, by Sylvia Thompson. (Ab 

lantic-Little, Brown, 209 pqs., $3.50.) 

“The Candle’s Glory,” Sylvia Thomp 
son's eleventh novel, is the kind of fic- 
tion one has come to expect from a 
group of English women, among them 
G. B. Stern and Daphne du Maurier. 
These authors write competently indeed 
about elegant lives of European upper 
classes that erect a facade of well-man- 
nered order to hide intra-family con- 
flict or society strife. 

Miss Thompson's story, which unfor- 
tunately lacks Miss Stern's good humor 
or Miss du Mauri- 
er's dramatics, is 
that of Mary Gra- 
ham Fanshawe, 
who has divorced 
the fool she had 
married and is 
about to begin a 
happier life when 
she is abruptly 
killed in a plane 
crasa. 

Her Geath leaves 
a number of per- 
sons unhappily em- 
broiled in affairs 
which only ghe 
could have con- 
cluded. These persons include Mary’s 
12-year-old daughter, Teresa: Charles 
Behrens, the insecure young man who 
loved Mary but couldn’t marry her 
since they were both Catholic: the 
Comte d’Anville, who persuaded Mary 
to share hotel rooms with him: Ed- 
ward Fanshawe, Mary’s weak husband 
who thought he saw an easy living in 
little | Teresa's inheritance: Camilla, 
Mary’s mother who entered the con- 
vent after the candle she burned at 
both ends finally burned out: Lucy 
Althorpe, American friend of Mary’s 
mother and protector of Teresa. 

There are many others, all in one 
way or another doing their parts in the 
quiet little struggle to preserve the 
pleasant memories of Mary Fanshawe 
and to keep her child from greedy ex- 
ploitation by Edward. 

But the trouble with the whole thing 
is Miss Thompson's failure to convince 
one that Mary Fanshawe was ever 
worth worrying about. Throughout the 
novel she seems like a@name father 
than a person. She was good, she loved 
deeply, she had much to live for. But 
we have little evidence of these things, 
mostly just Miss Thompson's word. 

The fate of the child is something 
which immediately engages our inter- 
est and causes concern, but Miss 
Thompson can’t bring herself around 
to capitalizing on it. Teresa’s father. 
Edward Fanshawe, half-heartedly tried 
to blackmail the Althorpes into yield- 
ing their custody of the child, but the 
affair peters out inconspicuously. 

Miss Thompson is an accomplished 
craftsman. She writes clean, even prose; 
understands the subtleties which reveal 
character, moves from past to present 
and back again with expert use of the 
flashback. But “The Candle’s Glory” 
is still a weak showcase in which to 
display literary gifts. 

Miss Thompson, it seems, can’t direct 
the novel to a conclusion, she appears 
more concerned with her characters’ 
manners than with their minds, she is 
fascinated by the mystic qualities of 
Catholicism but is unable to tell us 
how it changes the personalities of the 
men and women she deals with. 

‘The Candle’s Glory,” resembles an 
ornate vase, obviously meant to hold 
lovely flowers, but quite empty.

Oil Wants Another Grab OK’d by G.O.P. 


WASHINGTON. 


HE Eisenhower Administration and Congress soon will dis- 

cover they did not satisfy the oil industry with enactment

Congress imposed this in the 
Natural Gas Act of 1938 to pro- 
tect consumers who, since that 
time, have multiplied greatly in 
number, up to some 40,000,000 
in fact. As a result of the expan- 
sion of the industry the oppor- 
tunity for profits has increased 
commensurately, and oil wants | 
the wraps off. 


High Gloss for Privilege. 


The tip-off of the new cam- 
paign in Congress to hamstring 
the FPC by statute came in a 
speech before the American Gas 
Association in St. Louis, and, as 
you might have guessed, from an 
oil man, Hines H. Baker, presi- 
dent of Humble Oil & Refining 
Co. of Houston, Tex. This is one 
of a handful of big oil companies 
that own the bulk of our natural 
Sas reserves. 


In the familiar high-sounding 
language to which we have be- 
come accustomed in justification 
of such special privilege legisla- 
tive maneuvers, Mr. Baker said: 


“There is need to remove the 
uncertainties and correct the in- 
equities that exist regarding the 
extent of jurisdiction and au- 
thority of the Federal Power 
Commission over production and 
gathering of natural gas and the 
producers’ field price of such 
gas.” 


Hard on the Consumer. 


Familiar also was some more 
language after his explanation 
of what sort of legislation he 
wanted—to-wit: 


“Such legislation will release 
the productive forces of our free 
competitive enterprise system 
and will thereby encourage the 
risk of venture capital in find- 
ing, developing and producing 
natural gas. It is essential for 
adequate supplies of natural gas 
for the future.” 

Such legislation also would 
release, to be blunt, the pocket- 
book of the consumer to the 
mercy of the few giants that 
control the natural gas indus- 
try. For Mr. Baker’s proposals, 
as he outlined them, seem to go

Case in Supreme Court. 


During the Truman Adminis- 

tration the FPC virtually put the 
Kerr bill into effect, after the 
President had vetoed it, by re- 
fusing to step in and exercise 
its jurisdiction over prices 
charged by Phillips Petroleum 
Co. for natural gas sold to a 
pipeline company for transmis- 
sion to the Middle West, as it 
was besought to do. 
The State of Wisconsin and 
the City of Detroit successfully 
challenged .its refusal to inter- 
cede on behalf of the consumer 
in the court of appeals here, 
which heJd that the FPC should 
have acted. The case now is 
pending in the Supreme Court. 
The latter is a last resort for 
the consumer, though it could 
be overruled by an Act of Con- 
gress in the case of natural gas 
by a law curtailing the commis- 
sion’s functions, as proposed by 
Senator Kerr and Mr. Baker of 
Humble Oil. The court was so 
overruled in the case of the 
offshore oil reserves, which it 
had held belonged to all the 
people of the nation.

PAL JOEY’ OPENS 
AT THE AMERICAN 


Unrelenting Realism in Re- 
vival of Rodgers-Hart 
Musical Comedy.

The people represented in 
“Pal Joey” at the American 
Theater last night at the open- 
ing were hardly lovable, but 
they were completely arresting. 
This revival of the Rodgers- 
Hart musical comedy, which 
was even more successful on 


Broadway than the 1942 orig- 
inal, emphasizes what a revolu- 
tionary step the composer- 
lyricist team took, along with 
John O'Hara, who fashioned the 
book from his New Yorker char-_ 
acters. Here is the realistic ap- 
proach in, of all things, musical 
comedy. A tarnished night-club 
world is examined, with its four- 
flushers, dumb dolls, cheaters 
and angle-shooters. Although 
there is satire almost to the 
point of burlesque along the 
line, and some of the characters 
are treated more tolerantly than 
the protagonist, Joey, the su- 
preme heel, it is still unrelent- 
ing and uncompromising. No 
affection for anybody. And yet 
it is done with such consummate 
style that it is highly enter- 
g. 

There have been decidedly 
unsterling characters in musicals 
before and since. But they have 
always seen the light before the 
finale. The braggart and mur- 
dere of “Carousel” hopped 
aboard the redemption train.

Prisoner Ties in Rosenberg

NEW YORK, Nov. 3 (UP) — 
Senator McCarthy (Rep,), Wis- 
consin, said today that impris- 
oned atom spy David Green- 
glass has given new testimon 
that will “definitely tie the Jul- 
2us Rosenberg Bead ring to the 
Army Signal Co 

The & + tnd aa the Senate 
Permanent Investigations Sub- 
ee said he expected the 

reenglass testimony “to estab- 
an + ig aad the theft of ex- 
tremely oe nt material” in 
the Signal Corps. 

McCarthy said Greenglass al- 
ready had given his investigators 
evidence that the material “has 
been put in the hands of Rus- 
sian espionage agents.” 

He said the subcommittee had 
decided to go to Lewisburg, Pa., 
to question Greenglass at the 
Federal penitentiary, rather than 
wait for a court order to bring 
him here. 

McCarthy made his announce- 
ment about Greenglass’s testi- 
mony this afternoon after study- 
ing transcripts of the convicted 
spy'’s interview last Thursday 
with subcommittee aids. 

Greenglass, brother of Ethel 
Rosenberg who died with her 
husband to safeguard the secrets 
of their espionage ring, is serv- 
ing a 15-year term at Lewisburg. 
He testified against the Rosen- 
bergs at their trial. 

McCarthy resumed his inves- 
tigation into the possibility that 
the Rosenberg ring may still be 
operating. at Fort Monmouth, 
N.J., by questioning eight wit- 
nesses, some of them civilian 
employes at the signal corps in- 
stallation. 


GEN. RIDGWAY SEES 
NO EVIDENCE REDS 
WON’T KEEP TRUCE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP) 
~—Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway said 
today he saw no evidence on a 
trip to the Far East that “the 
Communists won't abide by the 
armistice in Korea.” 


The Army Chief of Staff made 
the statement upon his return 
from a nine-day tour of United 
States forces in Japan, Korea 
and Alaska. He said, however, 
there probably would be some 
minor violations and frictions 
during the armistice period. 

Asked whether his tour gave 
him any ideas for the new look 
the new service chiefs have been 
told to take at the United States 
military picture, Ridgway re- 
plied that he does not recognize 
any new look but has always 
recognized a continued obliga- 
tion on the part of the com- 
manders to reassess their prob- 
lems and ideas. 

Ridgway said ‘his visit in the 
Far East convinc him the 
American people c be “‘ex- 
ceedingly proud of the way the 
United States Army is standing 
guard for peace in those out- 
posts.”

Finally, the 
Communists continually strive 
to make themselves the mouth- 
piece of all those who are dis- 
contented. for a variety of rea- 
sons, with their governments 
and various aspects of the exist- 
ing social and economic order. 

“The target groups of the 
Communists’ united national 
front tactics are very broad. The 
Communists have specifically 
said that they hope to attract 
bourgeois groups such as shop- 
keepers, business men, and pro- 
fessional people on the basis of 
their national appeals. In prac- 
tice, however, the sectors on 
which the Communists concen- 
trate are more limited and in- 
clude especially those groups 
which are dissatisfied with their 
social and economic status and 
their material living standards 
under conditions presently pre- 
vailing in their countries. Chief 
among these groups are urban 
workers, both white collar and 
manual, agricultural workers 
and some land-holding farmers, 
and certain writers and artists 
who feel that the present social 
order is bankrupt. 

Propaganda for All Occasions. 

“In their efforts to exploit dis- 
satisfaction with official policies 
and protest sentiment generally 
the Communists are not re- 
stricted to any single set of ap- 
peals. Instead they produce a 
variety of special appeals to 
various social and economic 
groups. Among industrial work- 

ers, for example, they invariably 
champion higher wages, while 
among agricultural groups they 
call for higher crop prices which 
would, in turn, reduce the in- 

dustrial workers’ purchasing 
power. They also tailor their 
propaganda to fit special locali- 
ties and emphasize different 
propaganda points from area to 
area of a particular country. 

“In conducting this type of 
pinpointed propaganda the Com- 
munists have at their disposal a 
very extensive propaganda or- 
ganization. Numerous newspap- 
ers, books, and magazines de- 
signed for many types of read- 
ers are published in nearly 
every country. In some coun- 
tries Communist posters are a 
significant form of propaganda, 
as are signature campaigns and | 
radio broadcasts beamed from 
the Soviet Union or the satellite 
bloc. 

“Also among the methods 
which the Communists use in 
broadening their contacts are 
the front organizations. Such 
organizations are still of consid- 
erable, albeit declining impor- 
tance, ‘in Italy and France, while 
organizations of lesser size exist 
in West Germany and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, and only small 
ones remain in Scandinavia and 
Benelux. Finally, Communist- 
dominated trade unions, particu- 
larly in France, Italy, and Ice- 
land are major vehicles for 
spreading Communist  influe- 
ence.”

Without an antibiotic, a mas- 
toid operation might be neces- 
sary in a child’s ear infection. 
Including hospital costs, such an 
operation could run into several 
hundred dollars. 

Or, remember what happened 
in pneumonia before the anti- 
biotics? A heavy cold, a shaking 
chill and soaring fever, a pain 
in the chest and three weeks in 
the hospital. The sufferer was 
severely ill. He was off the job 
for two months. Now,’with $20 
or $30 worth of antibiotics, the 
disease is stopped in two or 
three days and the man is back 
to work in a week and a half.

SOME DISEASES now can be 
cured with antibiotics that could 
not be cured with any treatment 
regardless of its cost before 
their. discovery. 

Although an antibiotic seems 
to cost a lot, it saves money by 
shortening illness and avoiding 
prolonged hospital expenses. 
Most important, these substances 
save lives. 

The initial cost of a drug is 
always higher than it becomes 
later on. These antibiotics are 
initially very costly because of 
the basic research, the raw ma- 
terials, the building of a pilot 
plant, the clinical testing, and 
then the building of a produc- 
tion plant—about $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 worth of effort to 
bring ft into your drugstore or 
to your doctor. Later, after some 
of these initial expenses have 
been amortized, the drugs cost 
less. 

For instance, penicillin now 
sells for about one-fourteenth of 
its initial price; streptomycin 
about one-third its initial price; 
and cortisone about one-fifth of 
its initial price. .

Squeaky Stairs. 


HEN a flight of stairs begins 
Wi. ueak and creak they 

do it all year around but 
for some reason they sound 
worse in winter than in summer. 
This is probably due to a lot 
of things that we have neither 
the time nor space to go into at 
this particular moment. 


Stairs creak because some- 
thing in them is loose and the 
chances are that it is the tread 
(the part of the stairs you step 
on). 


When the bottom of the stairs 
are inclosed, as is the case with 
the main flight of stairs in a 
house, there are several ways to 
tighten up the treads. One is to 
run rosin coated finishing nails 
down thpough the edge of the 
tread into the edge of the riser. 
Stand on the tread or have some- 
one else stand on on it as the 
nails are driven down so it will 
be forced down hard against the 
edge of the riser. 


If you prefer, long wood 
screws can be used in place of 
the rosin coated finishing nails. 
Flat head screws should be used 
for this purpose and the heads 
should be set below the surface 
of the treads. The resulting hole 


can be filled in with a wood |
